CIA, MILITARY RECRUITMENT BLOCKED 


CIA Show hewn Fails; 
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They Don’t Show Up

There was no protesting or 
rioting, debators or dissentors, 
and the CIA didn’t show up on 
the Sacramento Sate College 
campus Wednesday, It was anti- 
cipaied and rumored by campus 
agitators that CIA members 
would be thrown off the campus 
when they allempted to interview 
prospective candidates for pov 
ernment jobs, lcartier in the day 
one person was scen making a 
placard, but there were no mass 
oryanized instant protest proups 
ready to march, 

About ten people, ready to pro 
test stood outside of the admin- 
istration building, wailing, 
‘There were small groups of spec- 
tators sianding around in hud- 
dics anticipating somethin: to 
happen, They were wailing too, 
But nothing happened, so every- 
body went home. 

It was stated last weck that 
the CIA might have a public 
debate over controversial is- 
sues in which their company is 
involved; however, because of 
yovernmental policy the CTA 


is not allowed to debate, The Stu- 
dents for a Democratic Society 
(SDS) had requested a debate, 
Another governmental adminis- 
trative policy states that if there 
is any anticipated protesting or 
rioting, either for or against the 
CTA, they can choose not to hold 
the interviews at all or choose 
another location for the inter 


views. They chose to hold the 
interviews downtown, probably 
in the Federal luilding, stated 
Willis J, Black placement di-

Censures Chattield

censuring Charles (Chatfield, as- 
sociated professor of Physical 
i ducation, for his alleged attach 
upon SSC student Vhilip Sagar 
in the faculty dining room on 
October 20, 

The resolution also asked that 
Chatfield address a letter of apol- 
ogy to Sugar for the incident, 

When asked to comment on 
the Senate decision, Chatfield 
said that last week he would have 
issued a statement without hesi- 
tation but that in light of ‘‘recent 
developments’’ in the case, he 
could not now discuss the mat- 
ter. 

The recent developments of 
which Chatfield spoke were re- 
vealed during this week's Aca- 
demic Senate meeting, Accord- 
ing to Mrs, Doris Clarke, Sen- 
ate secretary, Chatfield an- 
nounced that he had been served 
notice that Vhilip Sugar has re-

Elections have always been 
held sacred to our political 
system, This sacredness con- 
notes the absence of threats and 
intimidations of the candidates. 


The night before the election 
to fill one of the vacancies on 
the Student Senate of the Sacra- 
mento State campus. Jim Y ribar- 
ren, a candidate, received two 
phone calls during the nightime 
regarding his participation, 


In essence the conversations 
were as follows: ‘‘I don’t like 
what you’re campaigning, and we 
have the capabilities of doing 
something about it. We get the 
job done and use violence if 
necessary.”’ lasked the person(s) 
if they disliked my campaign 
individually, or if they actively 
supported one of the other candi- 
dates; they answered that they 
were members of anorganization 
which backed another candidate. 
I inquired into how my phone 
number was obtained stating that 
it was an unlisted number: “We 
have ways — we have people 
working in the administration 
office.”” Does this violate the 
right of privileged information’? 
In future elections will other 
candidates be threatened or in- 
timidated? 

On the tuesday before election 
an article written by Bill Schmidt 
entitled ‘‘Election Absurdities’”’ 
appeared in ‘‘The Student,’’ In 
this article Schmidt attacked two 
of the candidates and supported 
Dee Ann Durst’s platform. The 
absurdity lies not in my realis- 
tic views of student government, 
but in the unrealistic and idealis- 
tic views of the United Students 
and their candidates, 

I rebutted Miss Durst’s plat- 
form on the campus radio, KES, 
and by handing out leaflets the 
night before the election, Both 
of these avenues were open to 
all of the candidates. My 
argument against her platform 
is that if funds are available 
to provide free services, which 
include such things as free food, 
free pills, etc., why cannot we, 
the students and the Student 
Senate initiate an extended pro- 
gram which would provide for a 
reduction of college feces, bene- 
fiting not only some of the 
stutents but all of the students 
on an equal and fair basis’? 

At the time of this writing, 
ballots are still being cast. I do 
not know the outcome of the elec- 
tion; however, I feel that it is my 
responsibility to inform the 
Students of what has transpired, 
Cannot we dissent against the

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Editorial 
Minority of 50? 


We have a right to express our opinions and thoughts, A clear 
functio n of the entire education process is sampling ‘‘truths’’ and 
discerning for ourselves which ‘‘truth’’ most nearly expresses our 
set of values and attitudes, When any ‘‘truth’’ or set cf ‘‘truths’’ or 
any ideology is denied any portion of the student body, then the 
academe is also denied the right to discern for itseif. 

Any attempt in an academic atmosphere to censor opinion and 
choice is not only a violation of an individual’s natural rights, but 
it is also a violation of the principles of education. 

The ASSSC Senate is attempting to lead the way on this campus 
+ lan censorship and denying the students’ rights to rational 
choice, 

Less than three weeks ago the ASSSC Senate passed a resolution 
which ‘‘allows’’ organizations to recruit on this campus ONLY if 
they agree ‘‘to engage themselves in open-formal debate’’ if they 
are challenged by any segment of the student body composed of a 
mere 50 persons, According to this resolution, not only does a very 
limited minority have the option of challenging the rights of the major- 
ity of students to engage in rational conversation with organizations 
recruiting on campus, but that minority also has the right to ‘‘recom- 
mend’’ the topic to be debated. It also has the right to name the 
perscns vho will be engaged in the debate which supposedly will 
represeit the thinking of the studemt body. Any organization not 
wishin. to openly debate, according to the resolution, will be denied 
campus ‘4c'lities. 

The Certral Intelligence Agency (CIA) did not recruit on campus 
Wednesday as they has planned when presented the ultimatum resolved 
by the AsSSC Senate. According to one of the CIA recruiters, they 
didn’t fee! they were obiigated to debate openly since the CIA 
REFLEC1S national and international policy, and does not FORM 
such policy. 

If it had not been for the ‘‘debate-or-else’’ stipulation passed 
by the Senate, the CIA undoubtedly would have recruited on campus. 
If the CIA wer., indeed, as ‘‘unpopular’’ with the students as many 
claim, the CIA could easily have been ‘‘forced’’ off campus by non- 
participation in their recruiting efforts by the students themselves, 

Instead, the students were denied their basic right to rational 
choice te either participate in that organization’s recruiting efforts 
or to ignore that organization’s presence on campus, 

How far will the majority of students be suppressed in their 
right to choose or not to choose for themselves by less than 1/200th 
of the total student population’? 

Surely the rights of the minority should at ali times be respected 
am should influence the opinion of the majority, But the question 
on this campus is, will the majority concede its rights to a minority 
of only 50 people’ 


Minority Editorial 
Where’s Your Head? 


A rather basic issue was brought up this Wednesday when the 
Central Intelligence Agency did not recruit on campus; what is the 
role of the College’? Is the College an open market place for all 
ideas, or is it an institution for creating social! change’? 

If we look at the College as a market place of ideas, then we 
can legitimately bring up the issue of ‘‘free speech,’’ The critics 
of the ASSSC Senate resolution that recruiters must debate if 50 
people sign a petition say that this denies free speech, Kather 
than denying free speech, it denies access to the campus fora 
group to recruit if they are unwilling to make their views public. 

Now this is a denial of free speech, If a governmental agency 
tries to get people to join its forces, but is unwilling to tell those 
people what it stands for and what it does, then it is denying to 
those people the right of free inquiry into its activities, 

If the campus is a market place of ideas, then any who speak or 
act in the market place must be open to all persons in the market, 
No group within the campus can close its doors to the rest of the 
campus and deny the campus the right to know what it advocates. 
If a segment of the campus closes its doors to this inquiry, then it 
is stopping the right of the campus to know itself, and the result 
is a closed society, where secret organizations can work under the 
sanction of free speech to promote a secret police force, or any 
other secret society which may be detrementa! to the whole. 

I f this were Germany, 1939, then one could make the same 
argument of free speech, but whether it is the 5S or the CIA, both 
deny inquiry into their activities and purpose, both close off debate, 
both suppress free speech with their activities, and both are a real 
threat to freedom, 

If we look at the College as an institution for promoting social 
causes, then let us examine the CIA and what it means to our society. 
In all of its activities from the Bay of Pigs to the Dominican le- 
public, to the NSA, it has supported | ascist Dictatorships and opposed 
all changes in foreign governments as an extension of U.S, policy. 
Where the dip!omatic core can not operate, the CIA goes in, under 
cover of night with all the weapons of the army, and no one, not 
even the Consrress of the United States knows who belongs to this 
espionage-spy organization, nor how much money the government 
gives them. Now if we wish to know how much money we give the 
CIA the critics might say we would deny free speech; it seems more 
of a denial of free speech to allow the CIA to exist at all if its 
activities are kept secret and its purposes are to suppress free 
thought, 

On the campus some say that all should be allowed. Yes, definitely. 
But here we must draw a few lines on action, We have, through the 
ASSSC, taken a stand against the war, against the draft, and against 
all implementations of our present policies that are unjust, The 
CIA, the main tool of our policy outside of Vietnam, must be elimi- 
nated, In a free society, 4 group like the CLA can not be tolerated, 
and the campus must be one of the prime areas where people take 
a stand against what they know is wrong. Not only must we force 
the CIA to exjm ve itself for what it really is, but we must take a 
position against the CIA, and all other organizations that operate 
in secret and against the best interest of our country, If we le, the 
CIA fade away by ignoring them, then like the ostrich with his head 
in the ground we think the problem will go away, Well, it won’t, and 

_ bbe GLA wil) continue, and -by our mere inactivity we are legitimatizing 
the CIA and this we can not do.

Student Senate Authorizes Eakes 
To Request Military Leave Campus 


By a 7-6-0 vote, the Student 
Senate decided Wednesday to 
authorize AS President JanEakes 
to request military recruiters of 
the Army and the Navy to leave 
campus Thursday, 

The Senate had last week 
passed another resolution, rec- 
ommending that recruitors not be 
allowed on campus until General 
Lewis B, Hershey, director of 
the Selective Service, rescinds 
his directive to localdra’ ' oards 
saying that they may re-. aluate 
the draft status of students in- 
volved in illegal demonstrations. 

This resolution, however, 
failed of passage in the Academic 
Senate and is also in conflict 
with a recent directive of the 
State Colleges’ Board of 
Trustees, The directive asserts 
that the state colleges are to 
maintain an ‘‘open campus”’ poli- 
cy with respect to recruiters and 
representative’ ot 
firms, 

The vote on this week's reso- 
lution introduced by Bill Schmidt, 
was tied 6-6 which necessitated 
yenate Chairman John | Sut 
ter breaking the tie. In voting 
for the measure, Sutter said he 
was subdueing his personal fee|- 
ing that recruiters should be al- 
lowed and added that there is a 
fine distinction between not 
allowing recruiters on campus 
and asking them to leave, 

During the lengthy debate pre- 
ceding the vote, Donaid W, Bail- 
ey, dean of students, pointed 
vut that the Board of Trustees’ 
directive made the proposed res- 
olution ileal, 

Fakes asserted that he hadal- 


business 


ready been in contact with mili- 
lary personne! asking them to at 
least postpone recruitment in 
view of the possibility of vio- 
lence breaking out, 

Lakes said he was told ‘‘We 
love demonstrations; they help 
our recruiting.’’ 

Business representative Ed- 
die Lee asserted that passage 
of the resolution would consti- 
tute denial of freedom of speech, 
He also pointed out that only 
eight of the 13 studeri senators 
had been present when the first 
resolution was passed last week, 

In rebuttal to Lee, Schmidt 


said Hershey had violated the 
rights of free speech of stu- 
dents in issuing his directive 


He claimed that Hershey’s poli- 
cy statement was unconstitution- 
al, set up a condition of double 
jeopardy and that it used 
the draft as a punitive measure. 

Schmidt also noted that Kep- 
resentative John Moss has called 
for Hershey's resignation, 

Schmidt emphasized that if 
students on the SSC campus are 
drafted for their anti-draft dem- 
onstrating, then their freedom 
of speech has been totally cur- 
tailed, 

If the Student Senate allows 
the continuance of such activi- 
ties without taking a stand against 
it, Schmidt asserted they are 
just as guilty as General Hersh- 
ey 

Schmidt also claimed that the

Johns Appoints Chatfield

Following announcement of the 
action, several students raised 
objections. Johns, however, in- 
sists that the appointment is only 
temporary and Chatfield is not 
being considered for the perma-

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Trustees Take Demonstration Stand 


Trustees of the California 
State Colleges have strengthened 
their stand against disruptive 
student demonstrations. 

In a resolution passed by the 
Board of Trustees on November 
30, 1967, five policies were as- 
serted; (1) unqualified condem- 
nation of violence, threats of 
violence, or coercion interrupt- 
ing college operations, (2) 
increased emphasis on control 
of student conduct in order to 
protect the rights of the serious 
students, (3) guarantee to stu- 
dents the right to meet with all 
public and private agencies in 
planning their future, (4)guar- 
antee to students the right to 
debate, protest and dissent and 
(5) assures local contro! of stu- 
dent conduct while increasing 
the Board’s support of control 
measures, 

This resolution was passed 
following statements by Donald 
M. Hart, chairman of the Board, 
Gienn S, Dumke, chancellor of 
the State Colleges, and Sol S, 
Buchalter, chairman of the 

cademic Senate. 

Hart stated that lawlessness 
and lack of respect are alarm- 
ing, disheartening and disgusting. 
He enumerated reasons for long 
standing tolerance toward student 
discipline, concern for the right 
to dissent, concern for student 
independence, concern for local 
contro! of institutions. He con- 
tinued that students are abusing 
their telerance as well as the 
freedom they demand while 
trampling the rights of others. 
He also declared that this group 
of militants, while they are a 
very small minority, are de- 
manding that they alone should 
determine what their conduct 
should be. He made it clear that, 
since our education is free, it is 
a privilege granted by the public 
and the public has a right to ex- 
pect students to obey the rules 
set up by the public. 

Hart gave the Board some 
ideas on how to change the situ- 
ation, (1) provide whatever force 
is necessary to maintain order, 
2) discipline students who are 
disrupting the educational pro- 
gram (not necessarily breaking 
the iaw), (3) eliminate professors 
who preach violence, hate, law- 
breaking, and obscenity, (4) pro- 
vide more support of college 
administrations when incidents 
occur, (5) make a study of se- 
curity forces of state colleges 
to determine their adequacy, (6) 
provide resources to those who 
need help with student control, 
and (7) educate the public, stu- 
dents, and other concerned 
parties a* to how the Board 
Stands. 

He said ‘‘I would like to re- 
emphasize that this Beard has 
been tolerant to the point of 
bending over backward,..! want 
to say here and now as one mem- 
ber of this Board and as its 
chairman, that my patience is 
at an end, I say it is up to us at 
this table to reverse this tide 
which is threatening to turn our 
campuses into arenas for 
violence,” 

In a report by Chancellor 
Dumkee, a milder but stern tone 
was set. He outlined the fact 
that the state colleges are not 
unique in their situation with 
student conduct problems. He 
defended the students’ rights to 
protest but condemned the use 
of these rights to make the cam- 
pus a pawn in a political struggle 
for the educational matrix, or as 
a battlefield for revolution and 
violent socio-political change. He 
also attacked the militant 
groups in that they do not wel- 
come those who do not agree 
with them (protest—not debate). 

He emphasized the importance 
of law as a preserver of order, 
saying that its destruction will 
probably mean the destruction 
of all of the good in society. 
He elaberated on the role of 
the student, quoting Judge Learn- 
ed Hand, ‘‘You cannot wear a 
sword beneath a scholar’s gown,” 
He continued, ‘‘For if you do, the 


gown is no longer that of a 
scholar, and whatever privileges 
the scholar has earned through 
his stance of objectivity 
vanishes...A critic is not a thug. 
And the right to question pre- 
sumes the right of others to 
question also."’ 

He emphasized that the free- 
dom and independence of the 
academic community need be re- 
served with responsibility, He 
continued that students too 
often confuse force with power, 
and if they would stop to look, 
that, although they do not have 
the force, the powers are al- 
ready available to them through 
existing channels. 

He concluded his statements 
saying that his office will pre- 
serve order as well as guarantee 
freedom and independence. 

So] S, Buchalter, chairman 
of the Academic Senate gave a 
brief statement deploring mili- 
tancy and comparing it to the 
methodology of totalitarianism, 
He also concurred with previous 
Statements concerning freedom 
and responsibility. He concluded 
by assuring his support of the 
efforts of the Board and by 
offering his services to alleviate 
the problem of stude:t disorder. 

Freedom, responsibility, and 
independence are wonderful 
words! They are also great 


‘‘things’’ to have. 

It appears that there is a gap 
between the administration of the 
State Colleges and students. Stu- 
dents in militant groups want to 
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see society completely up- 
heaved—when the Board warns 
that the disruptive actions of the 
students may cause this upheaval, 
it only serves to motivate stu- 
dents even more, 

Vague generalizations as the 
ones so eloquently elaborated 
by the Board do nothing more 
than fog the issue between stu- 
dent and ‘‘the administration’’ 
creating an even larger com- 
munication gap. 

One thing is clear, however. 
Administrators are losing pa- 
tience. It seems it may just be 
a matter of time before war is 
declared.

\t Tuesday’s meeting the Aca- 
demic Senate also adopted a reso- 
lution condemning ‘‘acts of vio- 
lence, vandalism or coercion.’’ 
which obstruct the functions of the 
college community. 

The senate declared ‘‘Mern- 
bers of the academic community 
have a right to express their 
beliefs however repugnant they 
may be to others, by any ap- 
propriate means including 
demonstrations.’ 

However, the resolution says, 
“The right to express beliefs 
in a college community by demon- 
stration or other means, cannot 
be so far extended as to condone 
acts of violence, vandalism or 
coercion as obstructions to the 
legitimate functions of the college 
community.”’

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Poor scores on reading tests, 
when compared nationally may 
result in a longer school day and 
year for elementary schoo) stu- 
dents. 

The state’s elementary school 
Students, particularly elemen- 
tary school students, are lagging 
about three months _ behind 
national norms in_ reading 
achievement. A major reason for 
this may be the fact that they 
are in the classroom less than 
students in other states, 

The State Board of Education 
has asked Dr. Max Rafferty, State 
Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion for specific recommenda- 
tions on the possibility of the 
lengthened time in addition to 
other ways to combat low read- 
ing scores, 

Melvin Gipe, consultant for 
the State Department of Educa- 
tion , said that the length of 
time spent in the classroom was 
the most dramatic factor emerg- 
ing from a study of reading prob- 
lems made by him. 

Gipe stated that ‘‘By the be- 
ginning of grade six, the chil- 
dren in many California schoo) 
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Solution of Slow Reader Problems 


districts will have spent at least 
100 fewer days in school than the 
children in a significant segment 
of school districts selected na- 
tionally, This circumstance will 
work to their disadvantage on 
most well-standardized tests,’’ 


A recent study has pointed out 
that the state’s definition of the 
school day, first adopted in 1866 
although not a mandatory regula- 
tion, may have influenced local 
boards to adopt a short day.

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Let George Do It’ Campaign Cry

Quite possibly a campaign cry 
for the next year that will ring 
ad nauseum is ‘‘Let George Do 
a.” 

George Wallace very much 
wants to do it, that is, be Pres- 
ident. And George is running 
very, very fast and very very 
hard toward that elusive goal. 
Wallace is running for the Pres- 
idency on the American Inde- 
pendent Party ticket and while he 
was in California for the past 
two weeks, he hoped to garn 


some 66,059 signatures on pe- 
titions which would allow the Sec- 
retary of State to place his name 
on the primary ballot. 

Wallace belives that by get- 
ting his name on the ballot here 





in California he would then have 
a tremendous impact on the two 
national parties. He stated rather 
emphatically, as is usual for Wal- 
lace, that ‘‘The leacership of both 
parties are talking about the 
political movements and now | 
have an opportunity to speak for 
you.”’ 

He then asked that all who 
were assembled to sign the pe- 
tition, as that was the only way 
that he could work for them. 

Wallace stated several times 
that one of the reasons he is 
running is that ‘‘there isn’t a 
dime’s worth of difference be- 
tween the two parties.” He said 
that the American people have 
lost the right to control their 
governmental institutions. He 
then talked about the recent Rum- 
ford legislation that was defeated 
in the 1964 election and then re- 
instated by the courts. 

One thing t!.at candidate Wal- 
lace made crystal clear is that 
he wasn’t going to run a racist 


campaign. “I never HAVE run 
a racist campaign,’’ he said. 
Wallace stressed the point 


that while the central government 
does have certain powers re- 
served to it, so do the individual 
States and more particularly, so 
do the people. 

The former governor said that 
one of the great issues in the 
campaign ‘“‘is the pseudo-pinkos 
on the street and in the colleges.”” 
Wallace also had harsh words 
for those participating in the 
peace movement and those who 
advocate non-violence, Wallace 
said that although laws may be 
distasteful to the general public, 
that the people had to act con- 
stitutionally to get those laws 
changed, and that was one reason 
why he was in California: to le- 
gally get his name on the ballot. 

The police have been mis- 
treated, according to the ex- 
governor, and also the ‘‘anarch- 
isis don’t care ahout you 
or me,”’’ He said that ‘‘both 
races were against the break- 
down of morality.’’ 

Nobody has the freedom in 
this nation to destroy the con- 
stitutional freedom of the peo- 
ple,” he stated. 

According to Wallace, one of 
the main issues in the coming 
campaign is the war in Vietnam, 
and the main problem is to try 
to stop the morale building that 
is currently going on in Hanoi. 
He said that the United States 
should try to win in Vietnam, but 
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that ‘‘some don’t have the guts 
to fight.’’ He also declared that 
those who didn’t fight in Vietnam 
and didn’t believe in violence, 
were the same ones who fight 
the police. 

Wallace promised that he 
would stir something up po- 
litically, and again asked that all 
present who were registered vot- 
ers to sign his petition. 

He then continued, and said 
that if he were elected, that he 
would curtail all aid to those 
nations wi) were trading with Ha- 
noi. He then urged everybody in 
the spacios banquet hall to sign 


his peti‘'-; and bring all their 
friends to sign his petition. 

The » ,'ause was meager, but 
enthusia~'ic, I’ cople began to mill 
about the covernor, and one old 


man shyly shook his hand and 
said, ‘‘We need you governor. 
Best of luck.’’ 

Most of the people who want- 
ed to shake his hand seemed to 
be interested in the state of his 
wife’s health, Mrs. Lurleen 
Wallace, elected last year to suc- 
ceed her husband, has recently 
undergone an operation for can- 
cer. She joined her husband the 
next day in San Francisco. 

This reporter asked if the for- 
mer governor had chosen a run- 
ning mate. ‘‘We haven’t talked to 
anyone about it,’’ he replied al- 
though he said that he did have 
a few men in mind. I asked him 
about senators Tower of Tex- 
as and Thurmond of South Caro- 
lina. He said that he had talked 
to no one about the Vice Pres- 
idency and that besides, these 
men were “‘professional RK epubli- 
cans.’’ He also said he was not 
at liberty to talk about the pos- 
sibilities until he had contacted 
some of the leading contenders. 
I asked him if the fact that Tow- 
er and Thurmond were Republi- 
cans would make any difference. 

“Not necessarily,’’ he said. 

I then asked whether he would 
support Ronald Keagan in 1968 
if he were nominated by the Re- 
publican party. He said that he 
would have to see about the plat- 
form that the Republicans come 
up with and not talk about per- 
sonalities. I asked if he would 
support a Republican platform 
similar to that drafted in 1964 
He replied that the platform had 
been too general, and that the Re- 


va 
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publicans would have to get down 


. to specifics. ‘‘They said that they 


were for the constitution— 
everybody’s for the constitu- 
tion!”’ 

In the meantime, the country 
western band in the background 
had been tuning up and now they 
were belting out country music 
to which nobody in particular 
seemed interested in hearing. 


One blond singer became 
friendly with this reporter and 
the photographer. She talked of 
her big-name friends in country 
and western music. I wasn’t ter- 
ribly interested. She seemed to 
have trouble keeping her belt 
hooked, She seemed terribly thin. 
She said that the governor and 
his entourage had been very 
cordial and that the governor 
seemed to be a genuinely nice 
man. I noticed that the girl had 


a rather harsh voice, rather 
husky, but I didn’t pay much 
attention. 


It wasn’t until later that after- 
noon that I learned that she was 
Molly Bee. 


Miss Bee was quite right in 
that Wallace did seem to be a 
nice man. You may not agree 
with what le says, or even like 
him, but he IS polite. 


The former governor of Ala- 
bama was in Sacramento to ‘‘meet 
the voters’’ and appeared at the 
Hotel El Dorado in North Sac- 
ramento to do so.

“Big deal, who are they?’’ My 
answer is that they are students 
of SSC who have the right to 
courteous, equal representation. 

The Senate after solving most 
of the world problems, have now 
taken upon themselves to decide 
who may come on campus to talk 
to students. First there was a 
resolution to ban companies from 
our campus who would not 
debate; then a resolution banning 
military recruiters, Both resolu- 
tions passed, Is it justified to 
call wolf when there is no wolf— 
and in comparison, is it justified 
to pass resolutions which have no 
power and in fact are null resolu- 
tions? Both of these resolutions 
were voted on the same afternoon 
that they were presented — the 
students’ opinions were not re- 
quesied, Some senators did not 
have the opportunity to consider 
the resolution in detail, But this 
is what the majority of the Senate 
wanted — which shows us the type 
of Senate we presently have, Jan 
Eakes said, ‘‘it’s a freak happen- 
ing that we have the Senate we 
presently have.”’ | would agree 
wholeheartedly. 

The actions of the Senate 
cannot be blamed completely on 
the student representatives when 
the faculty representative — who 
is considered a little more 
mature and educated than the 
students — leaves a meeting when 
the vote does not go his way, or 
inquires of another senator, 
“Bill, do you want my vote for 
anything?’ This is not repre- 
sentation, but a siding of personal 
motivations. 

Now that everyone has reasons 
to be apathetic, we should look 
at the other side, As students 
of SSC, we should be proud of 
our college and its public image. 
Last year, money and time were 
spent to develop a good public 
image. Now we are Berkeley, Jr 
The actions the Senate takes are 
considered to be the opinions 
of the students at SSC.

The CIA vs. Democracy 


The activities of the Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) have 
been and are in conflict with basic democratic principles and ideals! 
The CIA functions to undermine many governments which operate 
on a democratic basis, The CIA, further, often supports governments 
which are clearly totalitarian, In both U.S, internal and foreign 
affairs the CIA seeks to preserve a crude-statusquo-anti communism, 
which more often than not ailies it with right wing dictators rather 
than with truely democratic elements within a country, Everyone 
is familiar with the activity of the CIA in the Dominican Republic, 
Guatemala and many other Latin American countries. At home the 
role of the CIA in the National Student Association (NSA) is notori- 
ous! The ‘‘scene ’’ is often one of the CIA going hand in hand with 
rightwing military dictators on the feeble grounds that a rightwing 
dictatorship is somehow less oppressive than a leftwing dictatorship. 

The Young Peoples Socialist League (YPSL) is principly opposed 
to the CIA, What does YPSL propose’? We propose the constant public 
exposure of what the CIA is and what it does, We propose non-violent 
protests which serve to clarify and point out the un-democratic 
purposes and tactics of the CIA. We propose these demonstrations be 
aimed at gaining wide public support, And we propose that at every 
turn students on campus and concerned citizens protest the activities 
of the CIA, But these protests must always serve to show the CIA 
in its true form and not shift the discussion over to sympathy for 
the CIA because of (he character of the demonstration, YPSL pro- 
poses a continuing militancy against the activities of the CIA but 
this militancy must, must translate itself into action which alerts 
the public to the CIA’s rea! role and not towards activism for the sake 
of militancy or activism out of frustration. 

YPSL has, and will continue, to oppose the CiA but our opposition 
will be directed at creating public sentiment against the CLA: at 
discrediting the CIA in the eyes of the community. Of course, all 
organizations should be allowed to recruit, speak, sell or give away 
literature, and inother ways further their purposes so long as this does 
yot significantly disrupt the educational! function of the college. The 
presence of the CIA gives us the opportunity to speak out against them. 
Our goal is to expose the CIA in terms of democratic principles. 
The actions we choose must reflect this goal and must not serve 
to win public support for the CIA,

According to the report, at 
about 4:15 p.m, ‘‘students Phil- 
ip Sugar, Richard Gorman, John 
Vicel and Tom Keating entered 
the dining room.,’’ At approxi- 
mately 4:30 p.m, Sugar’s ‘‘party 
left at the request of Mike Keese, 
team captain, and Coach John 
Seube.’’ About ten minutes later, 
‘“‘Mr, Sugar’s party returned 
(Lura Pearson added, David Kod- 
ni dropped), The group had gone 
to the main cafeteria and to the 
Hornet office where Sugar got his 
camera in the intervening time,’’ 
At 4:40 p.m, ‘‘A second exchange 
took place between Mr. Sugar and 
coaches and members of the 
team, The exchange culminated 
in Mr. Chatfieid’s attempt toe ject 
Mr. Sugar from the room forci- 
bly.”’ By 4:50 p.m. the incident 
had ended and the people went 
their separate ways 

The committee found that the 
faculty dining room had not ac- 
tually been reserved for the 
football team as was the usual 
case, but that the team ‘‘con- 
sidered the room reserved at 
least in the informal sense of 
the term."’ 

“Coaches and members of 
the team testified that they 
wanted, and ordinarily have, a 
quiet place to eat in order to 


Graduate 
Fellowships 
Available 


Tuition graduate fellowships 
for entering or currently en- 
rolled graduate students who hope 
to become college teachers in 
California will be available in 
1968-69 for approximately 850 
students. 


The State Scholarship and 
Loan Commission has announced 
January 15, 1968, as the appli- 
cation deadline but has authorized 
an additional testing date of the 
Graduate Kecord Examination for 
entering graduate students. 


The Commission will accept 
GRE seores from the January 20, 
1968, national administration or 
from the special administrations 
in Los Angeles and San Francisco 
on December 17 and January 21 
in addition to earlier scores, 
Currently enrolled graduate stu- 
dents applying for State Graduate 
Fellowships do not have to take 
the GRE. They will, instead, be 
evaluated and recommended by 
their major advisor. 


The 850 fellowships for 1968- 
69 will be up to the amount of 
full tuition and required fees at 
a graduate school in any accred- 
ited California college. Students 
must be legal residents of the 
State of California.

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ready themselves mentally for

One witness, whenquestioned, 
stated that she thought that for 
the most part, the conversations 
and level of noise ‘‘seemed quite 
normal,”’ 

“On the issue of hippie vs. 
athlete as cause of the request 
that Mr. Sugar'’s group leave... 
the committee thinks it probable 
fact, however, that the beards 
and long hair partly caused ad- 
verse reaction by team members 
to the presence of Mr. Sugar’s 
group,”’ 

The committee further stated 
that ‘‘Several of the coaches and 
team members said that the fact 
of the group’s returnafter seem- 
ing acceptance that they should 
leave was what most roused them 
to take further action, They 
viewed Mr, Sugar and his group 
as ‘asking for trouble,’ 

‘‘Mr. Sugar’s use of his ca- 
mera upon return was addition- 
ally provacative in the eyes of 
coaches and team members, 
more evidence of the ‘arrogant’ 
manner of Mr. Sugar.”* 

By the time that the actual 
incident between Chatfield and 
Sugar occurred, the report said 
that ‘“‘it was a clash in funda- 
mental values, Mr, Sugar’s value 
was self-assertion, He wanted 
to demonstrate, even dramatize 
his right. The primary value 
which the coaches sought to in- 
sist upon, finally with a show of 
force by Mr. Chatfield, was obe- 
dience to authority. 

‘*Mr. Chatfield reacted to what 
was, as he saw it, just such a 
challenge to authority, and in par- 
ticular to authority personified 
in Head Coach Ray Clemons, 
(He) said that he became ‘ a 
little agitated’ because the play- 
ers were getting upset, and that 
‘it was in order to save our kids 
is why I was trying to get him 
(Mr. Sugar) out of there.’ 

‘It was at this point that Mr. 
Chatfield went over to Mr. Su- 
gar’s table to ‘get this thing 
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year.

settied.’ Mr, Sugar’s unbudging 
insistence upon his right to stay; 
his repeated refusal to respect 
the authority of the coaches; the 
rising voices of fellow coaches’ 
the angry stirrings of the play- 
ers; and most of all Mr, Sugar’s 
sarcastic and insulting manner 
toward Kay Clemons, who, as 
Mr. Chatfield said, was ‘like 
another father’ to him; —all of 
these seemingly impelled Mr, 
Chatfield to take the step he 
finaliy did, that of clapping his 
hands on Mr. Sugar’s shoulders 
close to, if not around, his neck 
in the start of an attempt toe ject 
him bodily from the room,’’ 

“The exact placement of Mr, 
Chatfield’s hands on Mr. Sugar 
during the conflict is indetermi- 
nate, Those in Mr. Sugar’s party 
typically showed Mr. C hatfield’s 
hands to have been around Mr, 
Sugar’s neck; the coaches and 
team members showed Mr. C hat- 
field's hands to have bee n over 
Mr. Sugar’s shoulders ...,” 

‘The exact extent of physical 
hurt to Mr, Sugar is ... inde- 
terminate, although it clearly ap- 
pears to have been minor." 

rhe report concluded with this 
final statement on the question 
of whether Chatfield’s actions 
were conscious moves to in- 
flict physical harm upon Sugar. 

‘Such an assessment, based 
on the facts the committee has 
been able to gather, is not es- 
tablished and remains in dis- 
pute ,”’ 

Shortly after the Aca- 
demic Senate resolution cen- 
suring Chatfield for his actions 
and requesting a letter of apology 
to Sugar, Sugar commented on 
the decision of the body, 

‘Il feel that the Academic 
Senate acted fairly. This is one 
step in working out the issue but 
censurship is probably not 
enough. | would certainly accept 
his apology, but I'm not sure this 
rights the wrong that was done,”’ 

Some time after making these 
statements, Sugar filed charges 
against Chatfield with the district 
attorney,
